SERIOUS CONFLICT HAS 
ARISEN BETWEEN COURTS 
OF VIENNA AND BERLIN 


Washington, Feb, 27—Further evi- 
dence of the growing strain of rela- 
tions between Germany'and Austria 
over the refusal of the latter to par- 
ticipate in the renewed attack upon 
Russia is given in an official dispatch 
received here today from France. It 
quotes the Austrian premier as form- 
aily reiterating on February 22 that 
Austria Hungary will take no part 
in Military action against Russia or 
Roumania, and will not send her 
troops into the Ukraine. 

The dispatch refers to the meeting 
between Emperor Charles and William 
February 22, and says there seems lit- 
tle doubt that a serious conflict has ar- 
isen between the two nations, which 
Germany is determined to settle by vi- 
olent measures, if necessary. 

The dispatch follows: 

“Charles I paid a visit to William 
II the 2nd of February. . Ludendorff 
was present at the interview. If we 
are to judge ftom the tone of the in- 
terview it must have been lacking in 
cordiality. There seems to be little 
doubt that a serious conflict has brok- 
en out during the week between the 
courts of Vienna and Berlin and which 
Germany is determined }° settle, if 
need be, by violent measures. 

“The internal situation of the dual 
monarchy is such that the Vienna go- 
vernment, in order to avert a catast- 
rophe, has been obliged to distinguish, 
by means of public declarations, its 
own policy from -that of Germany. 
Whe report that at the conference of 
February 14, Hertling and Ludendorf 
had decided to pay no attention to the 
Russian demobilization and to\prepare 
to begin again the conflict on the east- 
ern front caused a great stir through- 
out Austria It was not simply the 
dissenting nationalities, the Crechs, the 
The Slovenoes or the Poles, who do 
not desire to fight any more, but it is 
the mass of the population.of German 
origin who refuse to sacrifice ‘them- 
selves any longer to assure the tri- 
umph of Prussian imperialism.

If the binder needs new 
slats, or new Canvas or a new sickle 
or something else,’ you can anticip- 
ate that need now, and have them 
on hand when they are required, If 
you wait until the machine is needed, 
every moment of delay will represent 
so many bushels less in the bin later 
on. 

Repair week will not benefit the re- 
pair dealers They will eventually get 
these orders anyway. But they are 
anxious to facilitate matters as much 
as possible, and if the farmers ;es- 
pond as they should delays and tie- 
ups will be eliminated to a large ex 
tent. Of course, it is impossible to 
forsee breakages and accidents. The 
ordinary repairs that would be re- 
quired to-put the implements in work- 
ing order are the ones to be concen- 
trated upon at this time. A _ gen- 
eral overhauling will reveal many 
weak points, and especially if the 
the machinery has been unprotected 
throughout the winter.

* WAR ACTIVITY 


A correspondent asks if Great Brit- 
ain was more active in the first year 
of the war than the United States. 

At the outset Britain and the United 
States were equally unprepared. Bri- | 
tain had a regular army of 100,000 and 
about 100,000 militia, equivalent to the 
American National guard. The Unit- 


ed States had about the same forces |' 


available. Each Country had to con- 
front the problem of raising. and 
quipping an army. 

The British were able to undertake 
their first big offensive at Neuve 
Chappelle in March, 1915,/7 months 
after the outbreak of the war. At 
this time it was estimated that they 
had half*a million men in France and 
100,000 at Gallipoli. The next month 
it was announced in the house of com- 
mons that three quarters of a million 
had been sent to the war. 

If the United States had done cor- 
resmagding well on getting troops to 
Frav»,?it would have been ready for 
an offensive such as that at Neuve 
Chappelle last November. But at 
that time it, had neither the men 
nor the equipment for anything of the 
sort. Secretary Baker hopes America 
will have half a million men in France 
in the spring, twelve months after the 
war began. The British were forced 
to provide their own artillery, and 
they had enough for considerable off- 
ensive within seven months. The Un- 
ited States will begin to get deliveries 
on &rtillery just a year after it got in- 
to the war. 

Of course the war was at Britain's 
doors and all hands worked with fever- 
ish haste to raise and equip an army. 
Its record shows what can he done by 
a nation with half America’s popula- 
tiou tiat is determined to mahe good.

On the other hand growing indica- 
tions that Japan cannot much longer 
be restrained from taking some action 
in Siberia are causing serious consi- 
deration of the Japaneese invitation to 
the entente allies and America to par- 
ticipateticipate. The problem would 
be be to withhold from Japan the co- 
operation she maintains she has the 
right to expect, and let her undertake 
single-handed the weight of the cam- 
aign in Siberia and deal without coun- 

sel from the allies with the large 
questions involved in the future 
disposition of any territory on the As- 
iatic mainland which she might oc- 
cupy. 
It is learned that the issue is now- 
approaching the critical point in the 
opinion of the Japanese government, 
which has ¢oncluded that some action 
as it purposes to take in Siberia is 
imperative as a defensive meas- 
ure against Germanic aggresion and 
contro] of the wreck of the late gov- 
ernment machinery in Siberia. 

Such information as’ the officials ha- 
ve been able to gather regarding the 
conditions in Siberia indicate that 
most of the larger cities and towns 
in the interior and aldng the line of 
the Siberan railroad are now under 
the control of of the Bolsheviki. In 
that country the population is largely 
compoesd of exiles and decendants of 
exiles from European Russia, who, fill- 
ed with hatred at monarchial ins- 
titutions and imbued with anarch- 
istic desires may be counted as 
radical supporters the Bolsheviki 
government.

Speaking at an inter-Allied + labor 
conference in England the other day, 
Arthur Henderson declared that, in the 
view of the labor men, the war could 
end in only one of three ways—by ab- 
solute predominance of all militarism, 
by the exhaustion of all the combat- 
ants, or by conciliation.

Just what is meant by “the predom 
inance of all militarism?” If German 
militarism is meant, we can under- 
stand, but are surprised that inter- 
Allied labor should admit even the 
possibility of such an ending to the 
war. If allied militarism is referred 
to, there must surely be some mistake. 
No Allied nation previous to the war, 
could be classed as a military power. 
At most, their military organizations 
were for defence purposes only, and 
woefully inadequate. Armies that ha- 
ve been created since the war began 
are not representative of militarism. 
As well term the man who fights the 
thug who breaks into his home a pro- 
fessional pugilist! 

Victory for the Allied armies in 
Europe would not mean the predom-

years hence. 
"The question whieh is preserited to 
Germany of increasing her population 
for war prposes has been answered 
in Many ways, The first in order of 
time, was the authorized and system- 
atic ravishing of the women of Bel- 
gium and France, and the sending of 
the offsprifig of this officiat and bestial 
débatichery into Germany, to form a 
part of the future defense of the fath- 
erland. 

“The deportation of the men of Bel- 
gium is another phase, These men 
will, of ‘course, never return if Ger- 
many can prevent it, and so will con- 
stitute an effective increase ih the 
male population, But they will either 
voluntarily or through compulsion 
form some sort of liason with the sur- 
plus: women of Germany and produce 
offspring which in twenty years will 
be available fodder for powder. As 
the excess of Germany’s female pop- 
ulation is now great and will be great- 
er after the war, this will prove also 
a ready means for _ providing 
for this surplus. 

“We next. find the German referen- 
ces to the so-called lateral marriages. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
young women in Germany, capable of 
bearing children, who are unmatched 
because of the absence of their hus- 
bands at the front. To German effi- 
cieficy this is a waste of human mater- 
ial. God would not have endowed wo- 
men with such an important fiinction 
if it had not been intended that she 
should use it. And to what better use 
than for the fatherland? Therefore 
Germany proposes to lateral marriage. 
A man married or unmarried—it is im- 
material, only if married he must get 
his wifes permission—is encouraged 
by the government to form a tempor- 
ary union with one of the neglected 
women (who must also obtain her hus- 
band’s consent) whose consort is at 
war. This alliance is to last until a 
child is born, when it automatically 
is to cease, the child being either re- 
tained by the mother or sent to an in- 
stitution to bejreared that he may 
form a part of the future national de- 
fense. It is an admirable German 
scheme, quite typical of the German 
mind which suffers agonies at the 
sight of anything idle that is suscep- 
tible of use. 

“The next development concerns 
the women who have been widowed 
through the war and the men who ha- 
ve been so cppled as to be of no use 
in the war area, The burgomasters 
of the various German towns have 
been_instructed to obtain a list of all 
war widows in the districts controlled 
by them, and also a list of all cripples. 
Advertisements are then to be placed 
in papers known to be read by women 
generally for wives for the deserving 
cripples. Thus, playing the role of 
cupid, the beneficent government 
| would bring together Venus and Ad- 
 onis and as it is stated in the official 
instructions, sow the seed of a new 
generation which will, in the fullness 
of its manhood, take upon itself the 
national defense. 

“It is somewhat difficult for us to 
conceive how, in this enlightenel age. 
a supposedly civilized nation can s+ 
foul the beauty of motherhood as to 
turn the whole community into an 
official human stock farm by making 
brood animals out of its women. It is 
an indication of the moral slough into 
| which Germany has descended so that 
| 


we no longer need wonder either at 
the crimes committed by the German 
soldier against the women of France 
and Belgium, or of the complete break- 
down of German morality.”
